I’m referring to the 
NO ANKLE, NO PAIN, SAY THE SUR-

Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilts stable again 
heads the Maryland-bred standings, its most 
recent stakes success being with Ring Around 
in the $15,000-added Maryland Derby run at 
Laurel, May 3. 

Ring Around, a roan son of Native Dancer, 
defeated seven other Maryland-bred 3-year-olds 
in the one-mile race, running the distance in 
1.38 3/5. 

In the standings of the States Top Twenty 
breeders which is found at the bottom of this 
page, it will be noticed that New York and 
New Jersey tracks have been included for the 
first time. 

Although there were four Maryland-bred 
winners at Garden State up to the cut-off date 
of May 20, they do not show in this survey be¬ 
cause the breeders of these horses did not make 
the Top Twenty standings.

Joe Hickey Did 

The chart on the opposite page was compiled 
by Joe B. Hickey, Jr., a racing writer who de¬ 
lights in pointing out the success of Maryland- 
breds. 

There’s nothing I can add to Joe’s chart by 
way of explanation. It’s all there, and it’s worth 
framing. 

The editor of the Maryland Horse thought 
Hickey should get a little bonus for this splen¬ 
did work, but money, of course, was out of the 
question. 

So we did the next best thing. We ran his 
picture on this page. 

As any unmarried young lady can see, he’s a 
handsome fellow. 


Nothing has done more in recent years to 
bring Maryland breeding to public attention 
than the success of Carry Back this spring. 

Although Carry Back was foaled in Florida, 
his dam, Joppy, was bred to Saggy at the Coun¬ 
try Life Farm of John and Joe Pons near Bel 
Air. 

Jack A. Price, owner, trainer and breeder of 
the 3-year-old champion, feels that the site of 
Carry Back’s birth had little bearing on the 
colt’s running ability. 

"I’ve read as much as anybody about the lime¬ 
stone base to Florida soil,’’ says Jack, "but I 
think a good farm properly managed is more 
important than anything else. I can’t say that 
I don’t buy that talk alx)ut Florida’s grass, be¬ 
cause, actually. I’ve bought a farm down there. 
But I still believe that the important things are 
topnotch feeding and management. 

"Environment is extremely important to a 
horse’s success. Heredity is no good without the 
proper environment, and, on the other hand, 
if a horse doesn’t have it bred into him, the best 
environment won’t make him a champion.’’ 

Saggy, now 16 years old, was the horse who 
gave Carry Back his heredity, and the Ocala 
Stud Farm (operated by former Marylander 
Joe O’Farrell) supplied the environment. 

It all added up to Carry Back, and who could 
ask for more? 

Saggy, a Kentucky-bred, came to Maryland as 
a yearling. He was one of twelve yearlings pur¬ 
chased by Joseph F. Flanagan from the Green- 
tree Stud when that farm was culling out. 

Flanagan, State steward in Maryland, resold 
the group to Janon Fisher Jr. 
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Himself Proud 

Fisher consigned Saggy to the Maryland Fall 
Sales of 1946, held that year at Pimlico. 

The purchaser for $4,700 was Stanley Sagner, 
the Baltimore clothing manufacturer. 

The first time Saggy ran as a 2-year-old he 
could have been claimed for $10,000. But he 
wasn’t claimed and in that race he set a new 
track record. 

He closed out his 2-year-old season with six 
victories out of seven starts. 

Four of his wins that year were in stakes, and 
in one of them he set a new world’s record. 

As a 3-year-old he defeated Citation in Havre 
de Grace’s Chesapeake Trial, then broke down 
five days later in the Chesapeake Stakes. 

And don’t believe those Kentuckians when 
they put the knock on Saggy’s pedigree. His 
dam, *Chantress, was by Hyperion, and his sire. 
Swing and Sway, by Equipoise. 

If strength in the dam is what you like, just 
consider * Chan tress. In addition to Saggy, she 
produced Sea O Erin and Gainsboro Girl. 

There aren’t many mares who can top that 
record—not even in Kentucky.

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Young Bill Boniface Describes 

His Vacation In England 

By Pfc. J. William Boniface, V.S.lft.C. 

(The 19-year-old author is the son of William Boniface, racing editor of the Baltimore 
Sunpapers. Young Bill is now in the Marine Corps, stationed with the Mediterranean fleet. On a 
recent leave, he visited England, the birthplace of his grandparents, Mr. and Mrs. Fritz Boniface. 
Bill was an active rider before joining the Marines. He rode races in Maryland, West Virginia 
and Delaware.) 


Upon completion of my recent visit to the 
heart of the horseracing enterprize of England, 
I have endeavored, in a small way, to provide 
an account of some of the different Thorough¬ 
bred conditioning and running methods. I hope 
this will prove interesting to some of the rac¬ 
ing population of Maryland who may not have 
the good fortune of making the trip. 

Tuesday, April 11th: 

I arrived in London in early afternoon and 
proceeded on a two-hour train ride to New¬ 
market. A three-day race meeting was in prog¬ 
ress when I reached the course and the crowd 
was just leaving. (In England, it is never 
"track” but "course.”) 

1 was warmly welcomed at the home of 
John Waugh, one of the better-rated young 
trainers. He was assistant trainer who won the 
Washington D. C. International with Wilwyn 
in 1952. John, a member of an old and promi¬ 
nent racing family in Newmarket, is at the 
present private trainer for Mr. Robin Me Al¬ 
pine, of London. 

Wednesday, April 12th: 

The working day in Mr. Waugh’s yard be¬ 
gins at approximately 6:30 A.M. (It should be 
noted here that each trainer has his own yard, 
which consists of from 10 to 20 stalls, tack 
room, and an adjoining paddock.) From the 
yard, the horses are walked to the heath for 
their exercising and vanned to the course to 
race. This is done because each race meeting 
lasts only three days. 

I rode out in the first lot of about nine 
horses—same as a set at home—which left 
the yard about 7 o’clock and didn’t return 
until 9 o’clock. Everyone took a break for 
breakfast, after which the second lot went out 
for the same training. It is usually around 1 
o’clock before all the work is finished. 

Later in the day, we attended the races at 
Newmarket where, incidentally, they can run 
for more than a mile without going around 
a turn. 

In the evening, discussed the outcome of 
the day’s sport with Peter Scott, racing editor 
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The author in his working clothes. 


for one of the London newspapers, and John

Thursday, April 13th: 

The first lot did some trotting then had a 
couple canters up Winsor Hill, which is one 
of the spring canters on the opposite side of 
Newmarket. 

During the morning, I saw the famed Derby 
winner, St. Patty, and one of the Queen’s 
trainers, H. Murless, with a large lot number¬ 
ing about 20 horses. 

In the afternoon, racing at Newmarket with 
England’s biggest favorite for this year’s Derby, 
Pintorischo, very impressively winning the first

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Grand-Pop Boniface Gives His Story 

By Fritz Boniface 

(After receiving Pfc. J. William Boniface's story on his stay in England, the editor asked 
Boniface's grandfather to write a thumbnail sketch of himself md his family. The senior Mr. 
Boniface^ who frequently refers to himself as ^Hhe old, original Boniface," graciously obliged with 
the following account.) 


Just a few notes on the life of F. Boniface. 
I was born in England November 20, 1879, 
and came to America 1913. 

Have four sons and two daughters, all doing 
well. They have good positions, I am very 
pleased to say. 

Of course, I do not want all the credit for 
their success as it is a well known fact that 
anything alive from the smallest bug to the 
largest elephant derives 86 per cent of its 
heredity from the female side. 

My father was in the horse business in Eng¬ 
land for years. 

I started exhibiting Hackney horses when 
22 years of age. I won championships at the 
principal shows, including March 1902, when 
I won four championships and the grand 
championship in London. In 1918 I won four 


championships and grand championship in 
Madison Square Garden, New York. 

In that period if you were breeding Hack¬ 
neys and they did not make real show horses 
they had a certain amount of commercial value. 
But very, very few horses are used in businesses 
today. 

I next got interested in Thoroughbred breed¬ 
ing farms and was in charge of several well- 
known farms. 

I made a study of reproductive organs of 
horses and was successful in getting several 
valuable mares in foal which had been con¬ 
sidered as hopeless. 

I was successful in bringing back Athelstan 
after he was considered retired. He went on 
to sire foals until he was 25 years old.

Preakness Stakes 

May 20 Pimlico 
1 3/16 Miles — 3-Year-Olds 
$130,000 Added 

Not since Native Dancer thrilled a partisan 
crowd by avenging his Kentucky Derby defeat 
in the 1953 Preakness had a renewal of the 
Triple Crown’s middle jewel evoked quite so 
much enthusiasm and admiration among Mary¬ 
land horsemen as this year when little (15.1, 
960 pounds), Carry Back made the ’’experts” 
eat crow. 

Conceived in Maryland at Country Life Farm 
and foaled in Florida, Carry Back had the public 
solidly behind him. But the pedigree experts, 
by and large, refused to take this grim little 
fighter at face value. 

Even when Mrs. Katherine Price’s colt made 
good in his role of winter book and starting 
favorite for the Derby, the bloodlines scholars 
had difficulty resigning themselves to accepting 
as a classicist a colt sired by a crippled sprinter 
which had no opportunity to prove himself at 
a distance, and produced by a non-winner 
barred for her bad post behavior. 

Carry Back has always had to do it the hard 
way. The Preakness was no exception. 

Despite the ’’knocks” leveled at him by the 
so-called intelligentsia, Carry Back was installed 
an even-money favorite to win the Preakness. 
It was the kindest compliment ever paid to his 
determination. 

Leonard P. Sasso’s Globemaster, hero of the 
Wood Memorial, was the fly in the Preakness 
ointment. Trained by Baltimorean Tommy 
Kelly and owned by a Pittsburgh industrialist 
who is establishing a stud at Warwick, Globe- 
master set all the early pace, and for a few 
exasperating moments appeared to have the 
Preakness within his grasp. Racing in the deep 
going along the rail, the Sasso color-bearer gave 
way to Carry Back in the shadow of the wire. 

Carry Back was closer to the pace in the 
Preakness than he had been in the Derby, even 
though he appeared to have difficulty untrack¬ 
ing himself in the run down the backstretch. 
Jockey John Sellers went around five horses 
on the stretch corner enroute to his long, 
desperate run at the leader. 

After having been last in the field of nine in 
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By Joe B. Hickey, Jr. 

the early running, the Saggy—Joppy colt got 
up to win by three-quarters of a length. Frac¬ 
tions for the race over a fast but deep track 
were: :24, :48 1/5, 1:12 1/5, 1:38, 1:57 3/5. 

Globemaster, an $80,000 yearling purchase 
who is expected to join the ranks of Maryland 
stallions at the termination of his racing career, 
finished second, four lengths in front of Fred W. 
Hooper’s Crozier. Mrs. Ethel D. Jacobs’ Dr. 
Miller, winner of the $5,000 Preakness Prep 
the Saturday previous, finished fourth. 

The winner’s purse of $126,200 increased 
Carry Back’s earnings to $739,068, placing him 
I4th on the list of all-time money-winners. His 
trainer. Jack A. Price, husband of the owner, 
also became the first owner-trainer to saddle a 
Preakness winner since 1913, when J. Whelan 
saddled Buskin. He is the first breeder-owner- 
trainer of a Preakness winner since R. W. 
Walden turned the trick with Refund in 1888. 

Carry Back’s score also established Mrs. Price 
as the nation’s leading money-winning owner 
of the season and gave Saggy a cushion as the 
country’s leading sire. 

A crowd of 32,211, largest of the Maryland 
spring season, witnessed the Preakness, which 
was carried over a nation-wide television 
hook-up. 

Black Eyed Susan Stakes

1 1/16 Miles — 3-Year-0Id Fillies 
$20,000 Added 

Ogden Phipps’ Funloving had never been 
tested in stakes company when she came to 
Pimlico for the Black Eyed Susan Stakes, but, 
on the other hand, she hadn’t been beaten this 
season in three starts. On the strength of the 
latter distinction, a plurality of MJC patrons 
installed her as the public choice. 

She performed to expectations, and is still 
another reason why octogenarian James E. Fitz¬ 
simmons doesn’t grow old. She has helped fill 
the void left by Hitting Away’s inconsistency. 

A daughter of the peerless Tom Fool, and out 
of Maryland-bred Challedon’s daughter Flit- 
about, Funloving was much the best in the race 
that is the successor to the Pimlico Oaks. She 
was almost knocked down entering the club-

Janney's Parnassus Colt Is Winner 


Thirty-eight Maryland-bred yearlings com¬ 
peted in the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Asso¬ 
ciation’s 27th annual show held May 14 at 
Timonium, and the grand championship award 
went to a bay colt owned and bred by Stuart S. 
Janney, Jr. 

Edward A. Christmas, who judged the four- 
class exhibition, selected Rigan McKinney’s 
chestnut filly by *Alibhai as the reserve. 

The championship gained by the Parnassus 
colt was the second in the past nine years for 
horses shown by Mr. Janney. In 1952, Charles 
A. Kenney pinned Janney’s Mainstay (Peterski- 
Skysail by *Donnacona) grand champion. 

With a crowd of 250 persons looking on in 
ideal spring weather, the show was marked by 
both the high quality of the contestants and the 
"'full fields” which competed in each class. 

By gaining the grand championship, Mr. 
Janney won the first leg on the Blarney Chal¬ 
lenge Trophy which was donated this year by 


Mr. McKinney. 

McKinney retired the Straus Memorial 
Trophy in I960 when his colt by Roman out 
of Say Blue gained him his third and final leg 
on the trophy. McKinney’s earlier grand 
championships came in 1959 with Glory Bar 
(*Sea Charger-Peregrine) and in 1957 with 
Perimeter (Discovery-Tatula).

Some 18,000 people, chilled by brisk winds, 
saw Bliss Flaccus’ 10-year-old bay gelding come 
from off the pace at the final jump and open the 
lead that defeated Full Stop, owned by Mrs. 
William D. Hail. A strong finish by Mountain 
Dew, Janon Fisher Jr.’s entry handled by his 
son, Janon Fisher 3d, resulted in third place. 
Jinxed Star, owned by Lewis C. Ledyard and 
handled by Lewis C. Ledyard, Jr., led from the 
start to the 21st obstacle of the 22-jump course, 
but he tired from the eighteenth, and his lead 
which had been twelve lengths at the twelfth 
fence dwindled to fourth position at the finish. 

George T. Weymouth’s Eastcor and J. Fife 
Symington Jr.’s Barge Toter completed the field 


of handsome steeplechasers who all finished 
without mishap on the rugged course held on 
the estates of Mr. and Mrs. Gary Black and Mr. 
and Mrs. Daniel B. Brewster. 

Trained by Sidney Watters, Simple Samson, 
whose earlier form this year showed only a third 
in the Middleburg Hunt Cup, won easily after 
his slow start. He was rated in third place until 
the last fence and then uncorked his great 
stretch run. 

This was the second Hunt Cup victory for 
23-year-old Crompton Smith, Jr., who won the 
1959 Cup with H. Robertson Fenwick’s Fluctu¬ 
ate. This year’s trophies were presented to the 
rider and to Mr. and Mrs. Bliss Flaccus, the 
owners, by Mrs. Redmond C. Stewart. 

The course was firm, in spite of previous 
rains, but time for the race was 9.31 3-5, con¬ 
siderably off the record established last year 
(8.43 4-5) by Fluctuate.

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Maryland Pony Show Enlarged 

The Maryland Pony Show, which is already 
the biggest pony and junior horse show held 
in the world, will be more than twice as large 
in 1961 . 

Charles Gartrell, spokesman for the Mary¬ 
land Pony group, has announced that the 1961 
show will extend for seven days, instead of the 
usual three. This year s show will be held from 
July 3 through July 9, at the Timonium Fair 
Grounds.

Chief 
among these educational activities is the highly 
regarded Science Fair, which the North Balti¬ 
more Kiwanis Club holds at Hopkins Uni¬ 
versity for State high school students.

unusual that Pintorischo’s first outing was at 
a full mile, but most races are at longer dis¬ 
tances in England.) 

Friday, April l4th: 

Both lots did a couple canters on the race 
course side and, as usual, were grazed under 
tack—like Calumet does—upon returning to 
the yard. 

I will now try to explain these canters. They 
are lanes about twelve yards wide and between 
a mile and two miles long. Most of them go 
up, down and around hills, but two are almost 
flat all the way. There are many of these situ¬ 
ated around Newmarket, and The Jockey Club 
is constantly changing their position, thus 
maintaining the turf in perfect condition. 
Should you wish to work a horse, you would 
use the same sort of lane, except it is called 
a "gallop.” Very simply explained, you canter 
on a canter and gallop on a gallop. 

A quiet afternoon, since racing has moved 
to Epsom, a course just outside London. 

Saturday, April 15th: 

The horses out of both lots which were 
considered to need gallops were given them. 


Here a horse does a lot of long trots around 
the countryside before he starts cantering. He 
then is given occasional gallops according to 
what his trainer feels he needs. 

In afternoon, returned to the yard to graze 
and look after the stock from about 4 o’clock 
until 7 o’clock. This is done every day. 

Sunday, April l6th: 

In order to give the help a rest, only one 
lot is taken out on Sunday. Here the lads groom 
the same horses they ride and consequently 
must be at the yard almost every afternoon. 

Monday, April 17th: 

Canters on the racecourse side and in the 
afternoon visited some of the immaculately- 
kept studs in Newmarket. Saw the former 
Derby winner. Nimbus, and some other out¬ 
standing sires, including Ratification and In¬ 
fatuation. 

As in the various yards, there are men em¬ 
ployed at the studs for the sole purpose of 
maintaining the grounds and flower beds. I 
also viewed some of the fine yearlings and 
broodmares at Mr. McAlpine’s farm in New¬ 
market. 

Tuesday, April 18th: 

Off to tfie races at Epsom (England’s Derby

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course) with Jockey William Kickaby and 
Trainer John Waugh. We ran a 3-year-old 
named Apiarian in the Evelyn Handicap Stakes 
with Rickaby riding. He finished a close sec¬ 
ond, beaten a neck in the seven-furlong event. 

The third race of the day was the 116th 
running of the Great Metropolitan Handicap, 
which covers a distance of two miles in a 
most peculiar manner, as I will attempt to 
explaia 

The race is started at the finish line and 
the horses proceed up the stretch the wrong 
way. At the head of the stretch they cut diag¬ 
onally across the infield in an S-type pattern 
which brings them back onto the track proper 
about three-fourths of the way down the back- 
stretch. They then complete the course going 
the correct way. 

Wednesday, April 19th: 

I had a wonderful experience when out with 
the first lot when I worked a mare named 
Requite a mile and a quarter. The unusual |>art 
was that the first half-mile was on the flat, 
then up a rather steep hill for the second part, 
followed by a lefthand turn, and finishing the 
last quarter across the top of a hill. 

Watched some of the racing at Epsom on 
television during the afternoon. Sir Winston 
Churchill’s Vienna was beaten a neck by Nero- 
graph in the City And Suburban Handicap. 

Also, I had a good view around the start 
of the Derby course which, incidentally, rises 
150 feet in the first 50 yards. They don’t go 
the first quarter in 21 seconds there. 

Thursday, April 20th: 

This morning we did some canters on the 
tan. (This is the same size as the other canters 
except that the footing is dirt.) 

Over by the tan, I met Reginald Day, re¬ 
nowned trainer in Newmarket, with his lot of 
about 22 horses. 

Friday, April 21st: 

Quiet morning on the heath. During the 
day, I visited one of the many bookmaker 
shops in Newmarket. Had a sociable wager 
on a "good thing" at Epsom which, naturally, 
finished "up the course.’’ 

Saturday, April 22nd: 

Left Newmarket about 11 o’clock in the 
morning and had a rapid two-hour ride to 
Birmingham in a Jaguar. The car was owned 
and ridden by Newmarket trainer W. (Patty) 
O’Gorman and I was surprised to learn that 
there are no speed limits on many of the open 
roads in England. 

The reason for the excursion to Birming¬ 
ham’s course was that John Waugh ran his 
one-eyed mare, Require, which I had been 
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galloping, in the Kenilworth Castle Plate. She 
finished a not-too-badly-beaten fifth, out of a 
field of thirteen in the one-mile-and-five-eighths 
event. 

Sunday, April 23rd: 

Only one lot went out this morning and 
I spent much time touring some of the yards 
around Newmarket. I was very much impressed 
at the Queen’s yard by the picturesque, brick- 
wall-enclosed manure pit with flower beds 
around it. (Just like Timonium.) 

Monday, April 24th: 

It was time to leave Newmarket. My fur¬ 
lough was nearing an end and I had to begin 
the journey back to the Mediterranean where 
I serve in the Marine Corps. I shall never for¬ 
get my exciting and educational trip to Eng¬ 
land. 

I would like to add that the greatly different 
training methods in England compared to those 
in the United States are undoubtedly due to 
the different racing and living habits there.

On the afternoon that Aqueduct was honor¬ 
ing the memory of Bed o’ Roses, perhaps the 
finest filly ever to bear the cerise and white 
diamonds of Alfred G. Vanderbilt, the same 
owner’s Ring Around was accounting for his 
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first stakes victory—in the Maryland Derby at 
Laurel. 

A field of eight Maryland-bred three-year- 
olds lined up for the race. Ring Around was 
sent off as the choice, but had no easy time of 
it. The Native Dancer—Red Letter Day geld¬ 
ing was forced to his utmost by Diamondback 
Stable’s Emanuel, which had been sold by 
Breeder Alan T. Clarke only a short time before. 

Hel-Doc Farm’s Whats Up Doc was quickest 
away from the gate, but he was done after a 
half, at which point Emanuel took over. It was 
life-and-death for Ring Around to nail the 
pace-setter in the closing yards. Might is Right, 
winner of the Prince George’s Stakes at Bowie, 
and later second in the Preakness Prep at Pim¬ 
lico, was third, beaten only three-quarters of a 
length for all the money. Carolyn K Stable’s 
Brandy Sea, winner of the Pimlico Breeders 
Stakes and a division of the Maryland Futurity 
last Fall, was fourth. This was only his second 
start of the year. 

Ismael Valenzuela rode the successful Ring 
Around, trained by George T. Poole. 

Under the allowance conditions. Ring 
Around got in under 113 pounds, nine less than 
the topweighted Brandy Sea.

J. S. Kroese’s pair of Civic Guard and Mozart 
was the overwhelming choice, and they ran 
pretty much according to the form. The former 
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set the pace under Jockey Nick Shuk, came 
again after being headed briefly by his stable- 
mate, and won by a length. Sa-Je Stable’s Har¬ 
monizing, which had finished second to Bald 
Eagle in the International the last time he had 
appeared at Laurel, was third. Radjah II, im¬ 
ported from France in March, completed the 
field.

The Maryland breeding cause which absorbed 
a setback in the Legislature rallied on all fronts 
on Saturday, May 6. Girry Back, conceived in 
the Old Line State, scored an extremely game 
triumph in the Kentucky Derby, a victory 
which established Stanley Sagner's Saggy 
(Country Life Farm, Bel Air) as the leading 
sire of winners in the country. 

At Suffolk Downs, Irving Sax’s Dare Do 
Well won the Governor’s Handicap, establish¬ 
ing a new track record of 1:40 2/5 for a mile 
and 70 yards. The $10,000-added Governor’s 
was the Prince Dare—Politigirl, by Discovery, 
colt’s initial stakes win. 

Dare Do Well, bred by the late Mrs. Walter 
A. Edgar, was foaled at her Woodlawn Farm, 
Ellicott City, on February 18, 1958. Upon the 
death of the widow of a former president of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association in July 
of last year. Dare Do Well was sold at auction 
at Belmont Park, October 17. The son of the 
winning Politigirl topped the Edgar consign¬ 
ment, going for $21,500 to Mrs. Stanley A. 
Ketchell. The colt now races in the name of 
Irving Sax, a client of Trainer Ketchell. 

Prince Dare also has sired the stakes winners 
Milady Dares and Nora Dares, though used vir¬ 
tually as a private stud.

Bonzo, owned by the Honorable George A. 
Garrett, is a son of Trojan Monarch, while 
Idolater, by * Mahmoud, is owned by Alfred G. 
Vanderbilt. 

While not a Maryland-bred, Staretta’s vic¬ 
tory in the 6-furlong Colonial Handicap at 
Garden State, May 20, also is of interest. She is 
owned by Mr. and Mrs. Leonard P. Sasso, and 
presumably is intended for stud duty in Mary¬ 
land some time in the future. The Sassos (she’s 
the former Anna Bockius, of Upperco) are 
engaged in refurbishing Penowa Farm, at War¬ 
wick, on the Eastern Shore. Work on the fences 
and barns is expected to be completed in Octo¬ 
ber, at which time the Sasso mares now domi¬ 
ciled in Virginia and at Mr. Sasso’s Valley 
Forge, Pa., farm will be moved to Penowa. The 
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Sassos are neighbors of Mrs. Richard C. duPont, 
whose I960 Horse of the Year Kelso recently 
made a successful comeback after sustaining a 
stifle injury at Santa Anita Park last winter.

under the supervision of the team captains and 
adult members of the Hunt Club. Three riders 
from the Green Spring Hunt Pony Club also 
rode to hounds for the first time on this day. 

When the children returned from the hunt, 
those who were competing in the D Rally the 
following day put up their horses and ponies 
in the stables at the Hunt Club. The next day 
they rode in a dressage test and cross country, 
each time being judged for sympathetic and 
correct horsemanship. Each rider also had to 
care for his horse, tack, and stall, and was 
judged accordingy. The results of the D Rally 
showed Jane Titcomb’s team first, Susan Coch¬ 
ran’s team second, Viola Gravure’s team third, 
and Sybil Miller’s team fourth. 

The next weekend, the stables at the Hunt 
Club were again invaded by Pony Club mem¬ 
bers and their mounts. Friday afternoon, most 
of the members moved in and set up horse¬ 
keeping; they were judged for evening stables 
that night. On Saturday morning the dressage 
test was held. Afterwards there was a written 
test stressing the parts of the horse and the 
seats of equine ailments. Then most of the 
members went to the hunt races held at Mr. 
Voss’s farm. When they returned, horses were 
checked, and evening stables started. 

Sunday early afternoon saw the cross coun¬ 
try and stadium jumping phases of the rally. 
A little while after those, all the results were 
in, winners declared, and riders chosen to train 
for the other rallies coming up. The results of 
the 'C’ Rally showed Viola Gravure’s team first, 
Jane Titcomb’s team second, Sybil Miller’s team 
third, and Susan Cochran’s team fourth. 

All of the Pony Club members really en¬ 
joyed this competition. It not only provided 
competition but encouragement and guidance 
in true horsemastership. Judging not only the 
riding but the horsekeeping brought home 
clearly to each the necessity of caring properly 
for one’s horse. The adult organizers of the 
rally are to be greatly commended for their 
work and efforts in promoting riding and its 
attendant interests. Especially to be commended 
are Mr. and Mrs. Dean Bedford and Mr. and 
Mrs. Peter Titcomb. Much credit should also 
go to the captains who so very well prepared 
their respective team for the rallies. Most of 
the scores were rather close and leads were 
often quite slim. 

As one of the greenest riders in the C Rally, 
I can appreciate the encouragement and sports¬ 
manship which abounded on each team. All 
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of the teams realy worked as one. And the team 
captains who devoted so much of their time 
to their teams were considerate and inspiring. 
The benefit to each derived from this rally is 
astounding. The concentrated effort of doing 
everything meticulously has spread over into 
everyday horsemanship thus vastly improving 
it. And this is the ultimate purpose of the 
Pony Clubs. 

I hope this has been interesting to you 
whether or not it can be used by the Mary¬ 
land Horse. Although, many people know 
of the Pony Clubs, I do not think enough 
take advantage of it. If they would, the overall 
horsemanship would be vastly improved. Too 
many times a child is given a pony and, be¬ 
cause the pony is small, expect^ to learn. It 
is a lucky pony who is not ridden a la cowboy. 
Under these circumstances, the pony is also 
lucky if he is cared for properly. 

I hope that I did not bore you with my pet 
peeve, but I get side-tracked to it easily. Ac¬ 
tually, I realize that most of The Maryland 
Horse’s readers’ children have qualified in¬ 
struction and many of the things I have said 
do not apply to them. But the fact remains 
that in Maryland there are many unfortunate 
children and ponies. 

Closing now, I leave my letter with you.
